SACRAMENTO — State
Attorney General Thomas C.
Lynch Monday ruled that a
.45-caliber carbine, known as
the “Spitfire” and in the
hands of many Californians,
Is a machine gun and can.
not be legally possessed.

Lynch made the an-
nouncement in a letter to
district attorneys, police
chiefs and sheriffs through-
out the state. Only those per-
sons with a machine gun per.
mit, rarely issued by the
chief of the California Bu-
reau of Criminal Identifica-
tion and Investigation, may
h‘lV‘ the gun in their posses-
sion.
